caved in on him. He also was 
pinioned by the cable, which was 
being laid from Port Richmond, 
Staten Island, to Bayonne, N. J. 


Fifteen divers, both Navy per- 
sonnel and civilian workers, par- 
ticipated in the rescue. Hundreds 
of persons thronged the area near 
‘the Bayonne Ferry slip at the 
northern tip of Staten Island to 
‘watch rescue efforts, about 250 
feet from the Staten Island shore. 


A serious hazard developed amid 
rescue efforts.

When Christiansen’s daughter, 
Elizabeth, learned of her father’s 
rescue, she said: “God saved him.” 

He is the father of four daugh- 
ters and two sons. His wife and 
two of his sons were attending the 
funeral of Mrs. Christiansen’s 
mother, Mrs, Anna Olsen, when 
the accident befell Christiansen. 
They knew nothing of it until it 
was all over. 

Chief Carpenter's Mate George 
Sherman, veteran of years of div- 
ing in the Southwest Pacific, said 
that when he reached the trapped 
man Christiansen was lying on his 
back, only his helmet and left

The Jews issued a cease-fire or- 
der and laid down a stringent set 
of terms for an Arab surrender, 
including the surrender of all 
Arab arms and the capitulation 
of all foreign Arab troops who 
would be deported by Haganah. 


At a conference around the ta- 
ble in City Hall, attended by sev- 
en Arab and seven Jewish rep- 
resentatives, the British District 
Commissioner and the British 
Commander, the Arabs rejected 
the Jewish terms. They said they 
could not carry them out.

From the Capitol of the Confederacy 
has come a plea for a Southern Civil 
Rights Program. 

The Rev. A. S. Turnipseed, Pastor of a 
Montgomery Methodist Church, is urging 
the South to adopt a positive rather than a 
negative course of action in defending our- 
selves against the revolutionary proposals 
of professional agitators. 


He lists a five-point program: 
1. Repeal of the poll tax by each of the 
seven States which still use it. 


2. Better job opportunities for Negroes 
both in State Government and private in- 
dustry, without an FEPC law. 


_ 3. Federal aid for education so that 
$140 a year can be spent for every pupil. 
“This bases Federal aid on the needs of

It probably is true that in advocating 
civil rights he was seeking to take votes 
from Wallace. But regardless of that and 
of our opposition to some of his recom- 
mendations, candor compels us to admit 
he could hardly have done otherwise 
when the United States is seeking to ap- 
pear before the world as a champion of 
civil rights and exposing Russia as a 
country where they do not exist. His 
veto of the tax bill was courageous and, 
in the opinion of most economists, a sound 
and proper act: He blundered on the 
Palestine issue, but when he found it 
would require a half million American 
troops if we carried the entire burden, he 


changed to a trusteeship plan, when he. 


must have known to do so would cost him 
greatly. 

It is obvious that, to the best of his 
ability, he has in recent months been fol- 
lowing a course which he believes the 
national interests demand. In doing so 
he has alienated, not merely much of the 
South, but large blocks of citizens in other 
sections. We are not discussing political 
support of Mr. Truman. What we are 
saying is that he deserves fair treatment. 
At a time when the world is watching us, 
it would seem our duty is to treat the of- 
fice of the Presidency with respect and 
dignity, though we may oppose the man 
who occupies that office. Much of our 
criticism and many of our actions demean 
the office itself.

What Will Be Russia's Next Move? 


WASHINGTON—While the Italian election result is greatly pleasing to American officials, 
their immediate reaction is an increased watchfulness for Russia’s next move. 
The supreme significance of this election, as the officials see it, is that it ends once and for all 


the Communist hope of winning .new satellites by popular vote. 


Nowhere in Europe, west of the 


Iron Curtain, is a Communist still in high administrative office and everywhere in this region new 
dikes dre being built against Communist infiltration of industry and all other phases of community 


life. 

But by the same token, the Russian polit- 
buro is confronted with a crucial decision. Either 
it must confess that it has been brought to a 
dead halt in the West, or it must resort to some 
other method of aggression. And the only such 
alternative in sight is the use of its huge army 
to take new lands by force. 


For months past, Intelligence reports 
from Moscow have told of a fight going on 
in the politburo over Russian attitude to- 
ward the United States plan for aid to Euro- 
pean democracies. A group headed by For- 
eign Minister Molotov, counseling that the 
American relief program is bound to fall 
ultimately of its own weight, was successful 
first off in putting over a policy of un- 
qualified resistance and this course still 
seems to prevail. But others in the Krem- 
lin high command are said to have argued 
from the beginning that American economic 
potentialities are too strong for Russia to de- 
feat and that the Soviet therefore should 
seek for some “live-and-let-live” accommo- 
dation with the United States. 


If this Russian internal difference does exist 
the conclusive demonstration in Italy that West- 
ern Europe is not going to succumb to Com- 
munism by popular choice should hasten a show- 
down within the politburo inner circle. 


The failure of Russia to in anywise counter 
‘ 


the American-British-French proposal to return 
Trieste to Italy was hailed in some official quar- 
ters as a sign that Russia has given up hope of 
extending its control westward. Russia, it is 
calculated, could not make a concession to Italy 
concerning Trieste without offending Yugoslavia, 
and she preferred the course that would 
strengthen her hold on a proven ally. 

From this it is deducted that Russia now may 
be chiefly aiming to solidify the large bloc of 
nations she already has communized. 

Other events in the past two or three weeks 
have tended to reduce the high international 
tension created by the Communist coup in 
Czechoslovakia. Russia has backed up a little 
in both Berlin and Austria and the treaty im- 
posed on Finland was considerably less drastic 
than had been expected. Soviet pressure on 
Norway either has moderated or the Norwegian 
resistance has stiffened. 

Berlin still is the most worrisome spot, and 
after it, right now, is the Near East, especially 
Palestine and Iran. There is fear that the con- 
tinuing conflict between Jews and Arabs, and 
the impending withdrawal of British forces from 
Palestine,~will be taken by the Russians as an 
excuse to move in. For some time Russia has 
been harassing Iran with a variety of trumped- 
up complaints, leading to a suspicion that she 
is planning some new foray after Near East oil. 
Palestine could become a steppingstone for that 
Soviet endeavor.

Is Russia Looking for War?

WASHINGTON—The happy outcome of the Italian elections 
has done little to lessen the extreme nervous tension of the policy- 
making groups in Washington and other friendly capitals. The 
explanation of this and other recent, seemingly mysterious phe- 
nomena is all too simple.

Because of Russia it is easy to confuse the 
basic issue. Russia, herself, is reported to be 
using the old industrialists in her zone, though 
in her case it seems to be a matter of closely con- 
trolling them and of really “using” them, rather 
than the attitude of co-operating with them, 
which appears to be more nearly the case with 
us. Out of all this, out of the conflict over policy 
with Russia, the cartelists would seem to be the 
gainers. They are in a position to play both sides 
against the middle, as we say, and that is an 
old game with them. 


Restoration of German industry and the re- 
vival of German production have been put forth 
as essential to the recovery of Europe since Ger- 
many previously was the powerhouse of Europe, 

y speaking. There has been a very 
easy transition from this, with the scare about 
Russia, to a “strong Germany” as a bulwark 
against Russia—the theory of the “Cliveden Set” 
in England before the last war—which has a 
military connotation beyond the original eco- 
nomic connotation. 

At the outset, soon after the war, there was 
the Morgenthau Plan for a pastoral Germany. 
That was attacked and ridiculed. It was aban- 
doned long ago, but it is still exploited as the 
‘horrible example by the propagandists for a 
“strong Germany” who would now go clear over 


to the other extreme to co-operation with the Ger- 
man industrialists. 

There is, however, another alternative, a 
middle way. Production can be brought up to 
restore Germany and Europe economically 
through an efficient decartelized, decentralized 
industry and without turning back complete 
control to a few Nazi industrialists with power 
over a monopolistic pattern such as existed before 
in Germany and with ramifications into the rest 
of Europe that gave it such tremendous economic 
and political power. It is who controls that is 
important. 

It is amazing, when you stop and consider, 
that we have reached the point, less than three 
years after the end of the war, where we are will 
ing to take the Nazi industrial war lords into 
partnership. Yet it is a natural development of 
our policy about which the American people 
have been kept too much in the dark. 


Formulation of our policy was entrusted 
at the outset to men with big business and 
financial connections who had a natural 
bond with their counterparts in Germany, as 
was pointed out here at the time in an analy- 
sis of who they were. As was also pointed 
out, some of them were from enterprises, 
financial or industrial, which actually had 
tie-ups before the war with big German car- 
tels. Our policy has been carried out largely 
through the Army, where you also find a 
friendly feeling toward the industrial and 
business type in Germany. The latter are 
men of the world who have traveled widely, 
speak English and know the arts of social 
blandishment. It was a perfectly natural 
development. 


We are about to embark upon arbther great 
enterprise in Europe in the European Recovery 
Program from which much good could come. 
But if it is used to restore the power of the Nazi 
monopolists, then we are headed again along the 
road that we took after World War I when the 
cartelists were left in control and gradually built 
up the war machine from which the world suf- 
fered so much. For all they stood for we fought 
against. This is something to remember as we 
make our plans to carry out the European Recov- 
ery Program.

In contract bridge we strive 
to permit each bid to have a 
meaning of its own, yet there 
are many hands in which an in- 
evitable ambiguity arises. Such 


| ambiguity is apt to occur when 
| a player, not yet certain of his 


destination, chooses to make a 
temporizing bid, confident in 
the knowledge that partner will 
speak once more, after which 
the previous call will be clari- 
fied, 

By way of illustration a bid 
in the opponent’s suit (a cue 
bid) normally denotes that you 
can win the first trick in their 
suit, and what is more impor- 
tant, that you are interested in 
a slam. Where, however, by 
your previous bidding, you have 
denied holding a powerful hand, 
your cue bid should be taken 
with a grain of salt, and maybe 
an effort to induce partner to

Giants vs. Kerr— 
A Dizzy Question 


It’s an old Army axiom that anybody trying 
to dodge work, report on sick call with the 
complaint that his “back hurts.” 

“My hardest job,” an ex-Army doctor 
once remarked, “was weeding out the 

‘gold bricks’ from those who really had 

something wrong with their backs. I suspected a lot of 

them, but the one thing you can’t be sure about is whether 

a man is in pain or not, especially when he says it’s his 

back.” 

In case you are wondering what all this has to do with sports, 
it’s sort of a parallel to the case of Buddy Kerr, the Giants’ short- 
stop, who is currently under indefinite suspension. 

According to the news reports, Buddy was ordered to turn in 
his uniform by Manager Mel Ott for refusing to play in the club's 
opening series against Brooklyn. Kerr, it seems, claimed he couldn’t 
play because he was suffering from dizzy spells, resulting from a 
head injury incurred when he was hit by a throw from the out- 
field while sliding into third base in an exhibition game at 
Topeka April 14. 

Ott, on the other hand, claimed that Kerr wasn't having 
dizzy spells and presented doctors’ testimony to that effect. 

It seems to us that if this is the sole reason for Kerr’s suspen- 
sion (and there are considerable doubts that it is), the lanky short- 


stop is getting the worst of the deal. 
. We don’t doubt that Ott sincerely believes 

Proof Impossible Kerr is physically able to play and that his 
presence in the Giant lineup is very much desired, since the short- 
stop’s duties are presently entrusted to a lad named Bobby Rhawn, 
whose ability is still to be proven. 

Neither do we doubt the statements by examining physicians 
that Kerr is all right. 

But, regardless of all that. Kerr says he has dizzy spells and 
as far as we know, it's legally impossible to prove he hasn’t, no 
matter how much you doubt it. 


There are several interesting angles to the 
Several Angles situation. Not knowing Kerr or the Giants’ 
opinion of him, we can’t say whether the suspension was brought 
on by something else or not. 

But Buddy was a holdout early in the season and finally 
signed a compromise contract calling for some $19,000. This 
was a raise in pay following a brilliant season afield and a 
very respectable .287 average at the bat. In fact, there were 
those who claimed he was a better shortstop than either 
Marty Marion, of the Cards, or Pee Wee Reese, of the 
Brooklyn Bums. 

This early season wrangle may have had something to 
do with his present suspension.. Or, at least, it may have 
been the reason that the management was so ready to slap 
the penalty on him. 

Another angle, one which is always brought up when players 
and bosses squaoble, is that Buddy is unhappy with the Giants and 
is seeking to be traded. Surely, the Giants will go ahead and sell 
him for a large price rather than have him sit out the season at 


home. 

. And, finally, there are hints that 
Voiselle Case Recalled Ott is not the game’s best handler 
of men. We wouldn’t be in a position to argue that either way. 

All we know is what we read and when we read of Ott fining 
Bill Voiselle $500 for making a bad pitch last season, we were 
rather startled.- Five hundred dollars for a bad pitch is quite a 
penalty, even for a major leaguer. 

At the time there was some talk that the other mem- 
bers of the squad didn’t concur in Voiselle’s fine’and, even 
now, there are hints that all of them don’t agree with Ott 
in the suspension of Kerr. 

This is only a natural] reaction, as the other players want the 
best club possible on the field at all times to better their chances 
of getting some of that World’s Series money. They realize that 
there are but few shortstops in the business who can fill Buddy’s 
shoes and, unfortunately, none of them is in Giant uniform at 
present.
